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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 
To the Citizens of North Berwick: 


The big event at the Library during 1979 was the opening 
of our new Children’s Room. Space for them apart from 
the Adult section has been needed for a long time and it seemed 
advisable to make use of one half of the downstairs area 
which had been unused for several years. So, carpeting was 
laid, stacks built and pretty draw drapes hung at the windows 
making a very attractive room. WHarland Allen remodeled 
the heating system to make that area independent of the heat 
in the main library upstairs. It suprised us to see the large 
number of children’s books we already owned after they were 
moved into the room. Mrs. Ruth Clippert became the children’s 
Librarian. 


The other half of the downstairs area became a badly needed 
storage plate for magazines, etc. which we keep on file. Now 
the Main Library upstairs is devoted entirely to adult books; 
one half to fiction, the other half to non-fiction. We have 
two large tables where patrons can read magazines or look 
up references. Two ‘‘Better Light Better Sight’’ lamps given 
to us by the ladies of the Philomath Club are a great improve- 
ment over the lamps we had. Many thanks to the Club. 


The whole interior, ceilings and walls have been painted in 
soft pleasant colors and the outside trim and window sashes 
also received paint. So, the building is much improved both 
inside and out thanks to the Trustees. Hopefully we will get 
foundation plantings or shrubs or evergreens sometime soon. 

A mantle clock and bookshelves once owned by Edith 
Buffum, a former trustee, were given to the Chidren’s room 
by Miss Helen Carlson. The Trustee’s room was the recipient 
of a very large and beautiful walnut bookcase from the same 
source and was originally Miss Buffum’s property. Needless 
to say, to was immediately put to use.

Heirs were gratefully received and invested.
